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GEORGE  DETER 

Chapter  1. 

The  first  record  we  have  of  George  Deter  is  that  he  lived  in  the  state  of  Mary¬ 
land,  and  later  in  Adam’s  County,  Pennsylvania.  From  thefe  he  moved  near  Cham- 
bersburg,  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania.  Just  when  this  move  was  made  we  do  not 
know.  But  the  first  time  his  name  was  mentioned  in  the  Franklin  County,  Guliford  Town¬ 
ship,  Pennsylvania  taxables  was  in  1825  when  he  was  taxed  for  two  cows.  Little  is 
known  of  his  early  life.  He  was  of  German  descent.  He  was  born  December  26, 
1775,  where  we  do  not  know.  He  was  married  to  Maria  Croft  and  they  were  the 
parents  of  seven  children,  two  daughters  and  five  sons:  Martha,  George,  Polly,  Andrew, 
David  Eckford,  Elijah  and  Harry  Deter. 

George  was  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church  and  his  wife  was  a  Catholic,  how¬ 
ever  she  did  not  rear  her  children  in  the  faith  of  her  choice.  It  is  not  known  when 
she  was  born  or  when  she  died.  She  is  buried  in  the  Catholic  cemetery  in  Chambers¬ 
burg.  'George  died  at  the  home  of  his  son,  Andrew  on  April  21,  1850  and  is  buried  in 
the  Grindstone  Hill  Cemetery. 

George  had  a  sister,  Elisabeth,  who  was  born  in  1795  and  never  married.  She 
died  August  1,  1851  and  is  buried  in  the  same  cemetery  as  her  brother.  It  is  not 
known  if  there  were  other  brothers  and  sisters. 

Martha  (Mattie)  Deter,  the  oldest  child  of  George  and  Maria  Deter,  was  born 
in  Adam’s  County,  Pennsylvania  in  1805  and  died  near  Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania 
April  16,  1854.  She  was  married  to  a  Mr.  Bocenstose  (it  is  thought  his  given  name  w*as 
Henry).  They  were  the  parents  of  a  number  of  children,  however  we  have  learned 
the  names  of  only  four  of  them:  Samuel,  Martha,  Sarah  and  Catherine  Bocenstose. 

1.  Samuel  Bocenstose  was  born  October  26,  1830  and  died  of  tuberculosis 
August  6,  1855. 

2.  Sarah  Bocenstose  also  died  of  tuberculosis. 

3.  Martha  Bocenstose  died  of  tuberculosis. 

4.  Catherine  Bocenstose  was  born  March  8,  1842  near  Chambersburg,  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  died  at  her  home  in  Morrison,  Illinois  from  tuberculosis  and 
complications.  She  was  confirmed  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Grindstone 
Hill  Church  near  her  girlhood  home  on  October  28,  I860,  by  L.  M.  Henry’, 
pastor.  She  was  married  by  the  same  pastor  to  Samuel  Bonebrake  November 
10,  1861.  He  was  born  March  25,  1838  and  died  March  20,  1908  of  a 
malignancy.  He  and  Catherine  are  both  buried  in  the  Grove  Hill  Cemetery 
in  Morrison,  Illinois.  Catherine’s  parents  and  brothers  and  sisters  died  when 
she  was  a  young  girl,  however  she  continued  to  live  in  the  home  left  to  her 
by  her  parents.  It  was  a  country  home  comprised  of  twenty  acres,  located 
not  far  from  her  Uncle  Andrew  Deters  home.  A  strip  of  timberland, 
which  was  owned  by  Judge  Beam,  lay  between  the  two  farms.  Her  Unde 
Elijah  Deter  made  his  home  with  her  until  her  marriage.  Catherine  and 
Samuel  were  the  parents  of  six  children,  Harvey  Milton,  Althe  Florence, 
Jeremiah  Clayton,  Edwin  Luther,  Frank  Lester  and  Bruce  Bennet  Bonebrake, 
The  children  are  all  buried  in  the  same  cemetery  as  their  parents  with  the 
exception  of  Edwin  who  is  buried  at  Peoria,  Illinois.  In  the  springtime 
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of  1881  the  Bonebrake  family  moved  to  Morrison,  Illinois,  which  is  in  White- 
side  County.  They  continued  to  reside  there  as  long  as  they  lived.  Samuel 
was  a  tinner  by  trade. 

a.  Harvey  Milton  Bonebrake,  the  oldest  child  of  Samuel  and  Catherine 
Bonebrake,  was  born  in  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania  January  30, 

1864.  He  was  a  bridge  builder  by  trade.  He  was  married  to  Martha 
Gehrmann  Febraury  18,  1895,  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin.  She  was  born 
in  Germany,  August  13,  1875.  Their  home  is  located  at  1423  So.  43rd 
St.  in  Milwaukee.  One  son,  Robert  Harvey,  was  born  to  them.  Har¬ 
vey  died  May  16,  1943. 

1.  Robert  Harvey  Bonebrake  was  born  January  21,  1896.  He  was 
married  to  Anna  Kester  August  29,  1920.  She  was  born  September 
13,  1895.  They  have  one  son:  Robert  Louis  Bonebrake. 

a.  Robert  Louis  Bonebrake  was  born  July  4,  1921.  He  was  married 
to  Jennette  Pippoly  March  13,  1943  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin. 
At  present  they  are  living  at  Akron,  Ohio.  Their  children  are:

She  was  married  to  Thurston  N.  Summers.  They  were  childless.  He 
died  April  5,  1928,  aged  65  years. 

c.  Jeremiah  Clayton  Bonebrake,  the  third  child  of  Samuel  and  Catherine 
Bonebrake,  was  born  in  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania,  May  18,  1867. 
He  died  suddenly  while  at  work  of  heart  trouble,  in  Morrison,  Illinois, 
August  1,  1910.  He  was  married  to  Nellie  Marshall  of  Morrison,  Illi¬ 
nois  in  1896.  She  was  born  June  14,  1868,  and  died  October  12, 
1947.  They  were  the  parents  of  two  daughters:  Fay  and  Mabel  Bone¬ 
brake.  Nellie’s  second  husband  was  a  Mr.  Mickle  of  Clinton,  Iowa. 
They  lived  in  Clinton  following  her  re-marriage.

f.  Bruce  Bennet  Bonebrake,  the  sixth  child  of  Samuel  and  Catherine 
Bonebrake,  was  born  in  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania,  June  21,  1880. 
He  died  following  a  cerebral  hemorrhage,  September  26,  1932,  at  the 
Morrison  hospital.  He  was  married  to  Bertha  Mason  Grace  in  1918. 
They  were  separated.  He  clerked  in  a  grocery  store  in  Morrison  for  a 
number  of  years.

ion^Ge0rfJDeter’  the  SeC°nd  Child  of  Geor«e  and  Maria  Deter,  was  born  February  22 
806,  in  Adam  s  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  died  at  his  home  near  Corunna,  Richland 
ownship,  DeKalb  County,  Indiana  in  1864.  He  was  married  to  Mrs.  William  (Elisa- 

j  LSh?P  Sanders  in  Indiana-  She  was  the  mother  of  seven  children,  four  sons 
and  three  daughters  from  her  first  marriage.  She  was  affiliated  with  the  Brethren 
Church.  One  child,  Susanna  Deter,  was  born  to  George  and  Elisabeth  Deter. 

George  took  up  80  acres  of  land  about  three  miles  southeast  of  Corunna,  Indiana. 
The  land  wm  mostly  covered  with  timber  which  meant  a  great  deal  of  work  and  many 
hardships.  They  used  the  lumber  from  their  trees  when  they  built  the  house.  The  house 
burned  to  the  ground  Christmas  Eve,  1941.  The  farm  is  now  owned  by  Douglas  and 
raye  Johnson,  she  being  a  great-granddaughter  of  George's  wife. 

When  my  father,  D  H.  Deter,  came  west  in  the  spring  of  1872,  he  stopped  at 
Corunna,  Indiana  to  visit  his  aunt  and  cousin.  He  said  there  was  a  great  deal  of  timber 
land  in  that  vicinity,  there  being  some  very  large  poplar  trees  near  his  aunt's  house. 
Also  there  were  several  lakes  nearby,  one  of  them  being  perhaps  a  half  mile  in  length.

Polly  Deter,  the  third  child  of  George  and  Maria  Deter,  was  born  in  Adams  County, 
Pennsylvania  in  1807  and  died  June  28,  1884.  She  was  married  to  Martin  Sollen- 
berger.  He  was  born  December  10,  1800  and  died  of  tuberculosis  November  9,  1870. 
They  were  farmers  living  in  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania.  Nine  children  were  born 
to  them:  Elisabeth,  John,  Daniel,  Susan,  Joseph,  Polly,  Jacob,  Samuel  and  Martin 
Sollenberger. 

1.  Elisabeth  Sollenberger,  the  oldest  child  of  Martin  and  Polly  Sollenberger, 
was  born  July  17,  1835  and  died  April  28,  1903.  She  never  married. 

2.  John  Sollenberger,  the  second  child  of  Martin  and  Polly  Sollenberger,  was 
born  April  1 6,  1837  and  died  June  2,  1866  of  tuberculosis.  He  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Bell  Yockey.  They  had  three  children:  William,  Ann  E.,  and  Mary 
Kate  Sollenberger.  They  were  farming  near  Waynesboro,  Pennsylvania  and 
during  the  Civil  War  the  Confederate  soldiers  took  all  the  livestock  and 
took  or  destroyed  practically  all  of  the  farming  equipment.  His  father  as¬ 
sisted  him  in  again  getting  together  the  necessary  stock  and  equipment  to 
farm  again.  John  and  his  two  children  are  buried  in  the  Fetterhoff  Chapel 
Cemetery. 

a.  William  H.  Sollenberger,  the  son  of  John  and  Bell  Sollenberger,  was 
born  August  26,  I860  and  died  July  23,  1910.  He  was  married  to  Mary 
Stull  December  18,  1879  by  Reformed  Pastor  H.  I.  Comfort.

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Chapter  4 


Andrew  Deter,  the  fourth  child  of  George  and  Maria  Deter,'  was  born  in  Adam’s 
County,  Pennsylvania  on  September  18,  1809  and  died  July  25,  1889.  By  trade  he 
was  a  shoemaker.  For  some  time  before  his  marriage  he  was  a  teamster,  driving  from 
Baltimore,  Maryland  to  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania.  Railroads  did  not  connect  the  towns 
at  that  time.  On  April  16,  1840  he  was  married  to  Elisabeth  Hoover.  She  was  born 
October  24,  1817  and  died  December  28,  1891.  Her  father  died  when  she  was  a  young 
girl,  perhaps  ten  or  twelve  years  old.  She  was  raised  in  the  home  of  her  mother’s  brother, 
Abram  Wingert,  who  lived  near  the  Fayettsville  Pike.  Her  uncle  was  a  very  devout 
Christian  man.  She  said  she  often  watched  the  teamsters  driving  by  her  uncle’s  home, 
little  thinking  that  some  day  one  of  those  teamsters  would  be  her  husband.  The  team¬ 
sters  drove  four  horses  on  high  wheeled  wagons.  In  the  winter  time  she  could  hear  the 
wheels  sing  on  the  ice  and  snow  as  they  travelled  by  her  uncle’s  home. 

The  first  year  of  their  marriage  they  lived  in  Turkey  Foot,  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
worked  at  the  shoemaker’s  trade.  In  1841  Mike  Lesher  (man  of  the  Mennonite  faith) 
asked  Andrew  to  buy  his  farm  of  118  acres.  Andrew  replied  that  he  did  not  have  the 
money  to  do  so,  but  Mr.  Lesher  said  that  it  was  not  necessary  for  him  to  have  the  money 
at  that  time.  So  they  made  an  agreement  that  whenever  Andrew  was  able  to  pay  fifty 
dollars  or  the  multiple  thereof,  that  the  interest  on  that  amount  would  cease.  The  farm 
was  purchased  under  those  conditions.  This  farm  home  proved  to  be  the  birthplace  of 
their  eleven  children.  Many  were  the  privations  and  hardships  that  were  undergone.  A 
log  house  and  a  log  barn  were  on  the  place  when  he  took  possession.  The  barn  had  a 
thatched  roof.  Andrew  started  farming  with  very  meager  means  and  equipment.  Seme 
one  gave  him  an  old  horse,  another  gave  him  an  old  log  chain  and  also  some  old  horse 
collars.  He  used  to  say,  laughingly,  that  they  gave  him  the  log  chain  to  drag  out  the 
horse.  .  In  1859  he  built  a  new  barn.  The  carpenters  had  cut  the  logs  in  the  woods  to 
be  used  in  the  frame  work  of  the  barn.  They  obtained  the  boards  from  a  sawmill,  close 
to  where  the  Mount  Alta  Sanitorium  is  now  located.  On  August  13,  1863,  the  barn  was 
struck  by  lightning  and  burned  to  the  ground.  He  received  between  fourteen  and  sixteen 
hundred  dollars  insurance.  At  that  time  Andrew  said  he  realized  who  his  friends  were. 
People  brought  gifts  of  hay  and  grain.  Uncle  Peter  Bert,  from  the  Slate  Hills,  brought 
a  load  of  hay  and  several  sacks  of  seed  wheat.  A  neighbor  kept  some  of  the  young  cattle 
at  his  place  for  the  winter  months,  and  let  them  feed  from  his  straw  stack.  The  barn  was 
rebuilt  that  same  fall. 

In  the  fall  of  I860,  Andrew  made  a  trip  west  to  visit  his  brother,  George  and 
family  who  were  living  near  Corunna,  DeKalb  County,  Indiana.  Their  brother,  Harry, 
had  formerly  lived  in  the  same  vicinity.  As  my  father  remembered  it,  this  visit  was 
over  the  time  of  Lincoln’s  election.  It  is  thought  that  he  was  called  west  on  account 
of  illness.  Andrew  was  a  staunch  Republican  but  missed  casting  his  vote  for  Lincoln 
by  being  absent  from  home. 

After  the  Civil  War,  either  1866  or  1867,  a  new  house  was  built.  The  brick 
were  burned  on  their  place  the  year  before  the  house  was  built.  My  father,  who  was 
then  a  young  boy,  hauled  all  the  brick  in  a  cart  to  the  building  site.  The  cart  held  300 
brick.  Father  said  they  used  46,300  brick  in  the  construction  of  the  house.  Joseph 
Wingert,  a  grandson  of  Andrew  Deter,  is  the  present  owner  of  the  Deter  homestead. 

Andrew  farmed  the  Beams  farm  of  150  acres  in  connection  with  his  farm.  He 
rented  it  on  a  half  and  half  basis.  In  1878  he  bought  twenty-one  acres  and  forty-one 
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perches  from  Wertz  for  $1530.45.  It  was  located  a  short  ways  from  the  home  place 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  (towards  Hade’s  church).  Twelve  acres  of  this  land 
was  covered  with  timber.  So  they  cleared  it  off  and  had  a  sawmill  locate  there  for  a 
time  and  make  lumber.  He  used  the  lumber  from  these  trees  in  the  -buildings  that  he 
erected  on  this  place.  He  and  his  wife  spent  their  latter  days  in  this  home. 

Andrew  was  a  man  of  high  moral  standing  but  he  never  made  any  profession  of 
religion.  His  wife  was  of  a  quiet,  unassuming  manner  and  a  devout  Christian  woman. 
She  was  affiliated  with  the  Brethren  in  Christ  Church.  Her  husband  respected  her  for 
her  loyalty  to  her  Lord.  The  names  of  their  eleven  children  were:  Anna,  Maria,  John, 
Margaret,  Elisabeth,  Amanda,  Samuel,  Daniel,  Susan,  Michael  and  Sarah  Deter. 

l.Anna  Deter,  the  oldest  child  of  Andrew  and  Elisabeth  Deter,  was  born  near 
Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania,  December  12,  1841  and  died  January  12,  1908. 
She  was  married  to  Isaac  M.  Wingert  on  October  14,  1869.  He  was  born

ved  to  another  locality,  and  after  a  few  months  he  moved  into  Shasta  County.  Later 
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he  began  mining  on  Modox  Creek  which  mines  he  discovered.  From  here  he  moved 
to  French  Gulch  and  then  went  on  to  Yreka.  Here  he  encountered  the  starvation 
times  which  have  gone  down  into  history.  He  again  tried  mining  and  also  packing, 
but  he  had  no  real  success  and  he  was  beginning  to  cast  an  inquiring  eye  toward  agri¬ 
culture,  when  he  noted  the  high  prices  paid  for  beef,  vegetables,  flour,  fruit  and  grain. 
In  1854,  he  located  on  a  choice  piece  of  land  in  the  beautiful  Little  Shasta  Valley.  He 
built  a  house  and  other  needed  buildings  and  began  farming  in  earnest. 

In  1859  he  returned  to  Ohio  for  his  children  and  a  year  later  returned  to  Califor¬ 
nia  by  wagon  train.  It  took  six  months  to  make  the  trip.  There  wrere  sixty  wagons  in 
the  train  of  which  David  was  the  captain.  The  Indians  gave  them  a  great  deal  of 
trouble  on  this  trip,  but  they  came  safely  through.  David  found  that  he  could  make 
agriculture  pay  as  there  was  good  demand  for  the  things  he  could  raise  on  his  land. 
His  boys  now  could  do  men’s  work  and  as  there  were  no  mowing  machines  in  the 
country,  they  all  worked  with  hand  scythes  cutting  the  hay  that  was  necessary  to  feed 
their  stock  during  the  winter.  The  Little  Shasta  Valley  was  covered  with  various  grasses 
which  made  good  hay  if  cut  at  the  proper  time.  There  were  many  streams  for  irriga¬ 
tion.  David  was  a  good  business  man  as  well  as  a  good  farmer  and  he  prospered.  He 
became  enthusiastic  in  raising  blooded  stock.  In  1872  he  purchased  three  head  of 
purebred  Hereford  cattle  at  Sacramento,  which,  when  delivered  in  Siskiyou  Couny, 
cost  one  thousand  dollars.  They  were  the  first  blooded  stock  in  the  valley.  He  built 
several  very  large  barns  as  well  as  a  good  house.  Some  of  the  relatives  in  Pennsylvania 
received  a  letter  from  Uncle  David  Deter,  dated  October  15,  1851.  This  letter  speaks 
for  itself.  It  is  authentic  and  just  as  he  wrote  it  and  I  will  insert  it  with  these  records, 
as  it  is  very  interesting. 


October  15,  1851. 

Dear  Friend: 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  letting  you  know  that  I  am  still  in  the  land  of  the  living, 
but  I  have  not  much  to  brag  of  either,  for  I  have  been  sick  more  than  half  my  time 
since  I  have  been  here  and  sometimes  came  pretty  near  my  last.  I  have  been  unlucky 
since  I  have  been  here  this  summer.  I  worked  in  a  company  of  twelve  men.  If  I  had 
been  alone  I  could  have  made  money,  but  these  other  men  and  I  dug  about  four  thousand 
in  about  three  weeks.  (Here  one  page  of  his  letter  is  missing.)  I  will  try  it  again  this 
winter  yet,  and  if  I  have  any  luck  I  will  come  home  in  the  spring.  The  mines  are 
very  poor  now.  If  a  man  can  make  five  dollars  a  day,  he  can  think  himself  well  off, 
but  there  are  but  few  men  that  make  that  and  at  those  wages  he  cannot  make  anything 
for  again  he  pays  28  cts.  a  pound  for  flour,  30  cts.  for  ham,  40  cts.  for  sugar,  and  20 
and  25  cts.  for  fresh  beef  and  all  other  things  in  proportion.  Tools  and  shovels  cost 
from  $6  to.  $10,  and  $16  for  pans.  You  sum  all  these  things,  $100  is  no  show  in 
this  country.  If  you  get  sick  and  must  send  for  a  doctor,  he  will  charge  you  one  ounce 
a  visit,  and  if  he  has  to  go  six  or  eight  miles  he  will  charge  you  $30  to  $60  and  in 
some  particular  cases  $100.  If  you  will  just  look  over  and  examine  the  cost  of  every¬ 
thing  you  will  see  what  is  to  be  made  at  those  wages,  and  the  trouble  is  that  we  can 
not  get  steady  work  at  that.  Sometimes  we  have  to  run  around  two  or  three  weeks  before 
we  can  find  digging  that  we  can  make  anything  at  all  and  maybe  we  will  get  away  out 
in  the  mountains,  work  a  week  or  so  and  along  will  come  the  Indians  and  steal  our 
horses  and  blankets  and  like  as  not,  shoot  some  arrows  into  some  of  our  men.  Then 
everybody  will  raise  arms  and  follow  them  out  into  the  mountains  and  kill  all  that  we 
can  catch.  That  will  take  us  one  or  two  weeks  before  we  can  get  to  work  again.  We 
may  work  some  time  then  without  being  disturbed,  and  the  first  thing  we  know,  some  * 
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one  will  be  shot  with  an  arrow  and  like  as  not,  killed.  I  have  seen  some  horrible 
looking  sights  since  I  am  up  in  this  northern  country.  I  have  seen  some  men  shot 
full  of  arrows.  There  have  been  three  men  shot  in  the  tent  I  was  lying  in.  One  of 
them  that  slept  with  me  was  killed.  He  was  shot  through  the  jugular  vein  and  died 
in  five  minutes  after  he  was  shot.  The  next  morning  there  was  a  company  of  fifteen 
started  on  the  Indians’  trail  and  followed  them  about  forty  miles  into  the  mountains, 
and  then  we  found  their  ranch  as  they  call  their  town.  We  got  there  just  before  sun¬ 
down  and  lay  down  in  the  bushes  until  daylight  the  next  morning  and  then  we  scat¬ 
tered  and  surrounded  the  ranch,  closed  in  on  them  and  commenced  shooting.  We 
killed  eighteen  and  took  seven  squaws  as  prisoners.  There  were  a  good  many  bucks 
and  squaws  got  away.  We  took  the  squaws  to  the  Indian  agent,  who  kept  them  and 
made  them  work  until  the  old  bucks  came  and  promised  they  would  not  steal  any 
more,  but  they  would  soon  forget  and  be  at  it  somewhere  else. 

That  is  the  way  we  have  to  live  here.  At  night  when  we  lay  down  to  sleep 
we  don’t  know  what  minute  we  may  have  an  arrow  stuck  in  us  or  a  grizzly  bear  attack 
us.  Bears  are  not  very  apt  to  disturb  anybody  at  night  in  camp,  but  the  wolves  are  prowl¬ 
ing  around  us  all  night.  They  won’t  hurt  anybody,  but  they  will  steal  your  bread  and 
meat  out  from  under  your  head,  and  carry  off  your  clothes.  That  is  about  ail  the  harm 
they  will  do.  I  often  think  I  wouid  like  to  have  some  of  you  here  some  real  dark 
night,  when  the  wolves  are  howling  all  around  us,  maybe  three  or  four  hundred  of 
them  howling  all  at  once,  and  we  lying  under  a  tree  for  a  shelter,  no  house  within  ten 
miles  of  us. 

The  way  we  have  to  do  here,  whenever  we  find  a  place  to  work  is  to  take  our 
tools,  blankets  and  provisions,  pack  them  on  a  horse  or  mule  and  start.  Sometimes 
there  aren’t  more  than  three  or  four  of  us  together  when  we  find  diggings,  and  then 
we  try  to  slip  off  from  the  rest  of  the  miners,  so  that  we  won’t  be  found  out,  for  there 
are  always  plenty  of  them  watching  to  see  somebody  start  out  to  some  new  diggings,  and 
they  will  follow.  That  is  the  way  with  California.  This  country  is  not  what  it  is 
cracked  up  to  be,  taking  everything  into  consideration,  it  is  a  curious  place  to  live. 
We  are  beginning  to  get  civil  laws  here,  but  if  a  man  is  caught  stealing  horses  he  is 
taken  to  the  first  tree,  a  rope  put  around  his  neck  and  thrown  over  a  limb,  and  he  is 
hanged  without  a  judge  or  jury.  1 $22282 

Last  March,  when  I  came  to  this  country,  as  we  were  traveling  down  the  Macasus 
River,  we  stopped  to  camp  at  night  and  saw  quite  a  crowd  of  men  gathered  and  went 
down  to  see  what  was  going  on,  and  when  we  got  there  we  found  the  mob  was  trying 
two  thieves  for  stealing  horses  and  mules.  They  hanged  them  both  in  about  fifteen 
minutes  after  we  arrived.  They  were  both  from  the  state  of  New  York.  Their  names 
I  have  forgotten.  One  of  them  confessed  that  he  had  stolen  four  hundred  head  of 
horses  and  mules  since  he  was  in  the  country.  The  next  morning  we  started  for  the 
city  of  Sacramento,  and  stayed  there  all  night  and  all  the  next  day.  There  were  two 
or  three  of  us  at  a  gambling  house,  and  we  weren’t  there  more  than  two  hours,  before 
there  was  a  row  kicked  up,  and  a  gambler  by  the  name  of  Joseph  Roe,  drew  his  pistol  and 
shot  a  man  by  the  name  of  Myers  dead  on  the  spot.  This  Myers  was  from  Columbus, 
I  got  acquainted  with  him  in  Dayton.  As  soon  as  Roe  shot  Myers  there  was  a  mob 
raised  which  took  Roe.  They  all  cried  "Hang  him,”  but  some  wanted  him  to  stand  trial. 

The  sheriff  came  and  the  mob  let  him  take  Roe.  He  took  him  off  to  a  building 
down  town.  The  mob  began  to  get  afraid  that  they  would  let  him  go  and  they  went 
down  to  the  sheriff  and  demanded  him.  The  sheriff  told  them  that  they  could  not  have 
him.  Then  the  mob  busted  the  door  open  in  less  than  five  minutes,  had  the  rope  around 
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his  neck  and  hauled  him  up  the  street  to  the  horse  market,  to  a  tree,  threw  the  rope 
over  a  limb,  hauled  away  on  it  and  pulled  the  gambler  up  about  six  feet  from  the 
ground  and  held  him  there  until  he  was  dead.  That  was  four  dead  men  in  about  twelve 
hours,  that  were  in  their  health. 

The  next  day  we  started  for  Chasta  City  for  diggings  about  200  miles  from  the 
Sacramento  City,  at  the  head  of  the  Sacramento  River.  We  got  to  Chasta  City  in 
about  two  weeks,  in  the  evening,  and  there  was  great  excitement  there,  about  a  man 
that  had  shot  his  partner  with  a  double  barrel  shot  gun.  He  was  to  be  hanged  the 
next  day.  There  we  had  another  sight  to  see,  another  man  to  be  sent  into  eternity. 
When  the  time  that  he  was  to  be  executed  came,  the  miners  assembled  to  see  that  it 
was  done  right.  They  led  him  out  and  hanged  him  like  another  dog.  He  was  from 
Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  and  he  said  he  deserved  hanging.  He  said  the  only  reason  he 
hated  to  be  hung,  he  was  afraid  it  would  be  an  upcast  to  his  children.  Since  then  I  have 
seen  no  more  men  hanged,  but  I  have  seen  a  good  many  that  were  shot  by  the  Indians, 
some  killed  and  some  only  wounded.  I  have  seen  the  time  when  such  sights  would 
have  made  me  shudder,  but  since  I  crossed  the  Plains,  I  can  stand  almost  anything.  I 
have  written  ever  since  last  fall  and  have  not  received  the  first  line  yet.  If  I  had  a 
letter  from  you,  I  would  send  you  some  money,  but  the  way  it  was  I  was  afraid  to 
send  you  any. 

I  do  not  know  if  it  was  neglect  or  what  the  reason  was  that  I  got  no  letter.  If 
you  can  send  me  a  letter,  I  will  send  you  some  money  to  Mansfield,  and  you  can 
get  it  there.  I  would  give  all  the  money  that  I  have  at  this  present  time  to  see 
the  children  or  hear  from  them,  but  I  have  looked  until  I  have  got  tired  looking 
and  no  letter.  I  think  it  would  not  hurt  you  to  write  a  few  lines  to  let  me  know  how 
the  children  are,  and  how  they  are  getting  along,  for  I  would  like  to  know.  I  saw  no 
one  that  I  know  except  French  Ausen  Trout.  He  is  up  here  and  flat  broke,  drunk 
half  of  his  time.  He  is  a  hard  looking  sight,  but  I  don’t  want  you  to  let  the  old  folks 
know  how  he  is  doing  for  I  expect  it  would  grieve  them  if  they  knew  it  or  could 
see  him.  I  have  not  seen  any  of  the  boys  I  came  out  with  or  heard  of  them  since 
last  fall. 

I  suppose  you  have  heard  that  the  old  man  Gribbens  is  dead,  and  Jacob  Stafford 
dead,  William  Harpes’  brother-in-law.  They  died  last  winter  sometime,  with  the  fever, 

I  believe,  I  only  heard  so.  I  did  not  see  them  since  I  left  Independence,  Missouri. 
This  season  there  were  but  few  emigrants  crossed  the  plains.  I  think  the  people  are 
beginning  to  get  some  sense.  It  is  true  if  a  man  wants  tq»  make  this  his  home  and 
will  come  here  with  his  family,  he  can  live  here  easier  than  he  can  any  place  in  the 
whole  world,  and  make  more  money,  but  he  cannot  enjoy  any  society  whatever. 

If  a  man  doesn’t  want  to  do  anything  but  mine,  he  had  better  stay  at  home,  ex¬ 
cept  some  of  the  lucky  ones.  They  can  do  well  here  for  twenty  years  to  come.  If  I 
had  known  as  much  when  I  first  came  in  and  taken  up  farming,  I  would  be  inde¬ 
pendent  at  this  very  time,  but  I  did  not  know  enough.  H.  Herones  went  in  since,  and 
made  his  pile  at  keeping  horses  and  mules  at  one  dollar  a  week  on  pasture.  One  man 
can  tend  to  two,  three  or  four  hundred  horses  and  mules  well,  that  amount  of  stock  is 
worth  $300.00  a  week,  that  amounts  to  a  heap  of  money  in  a  year. 

Such  chances,  there  is  none  to  be  had  anymore.  I  have  been  waiting  for  such  a 
chance  for  a  long  time  since,  but  I  cannot  find  any  more.  I  have  been  trying  to  buy 
such  a  place  and  if  I  can,  I  can  make  $2000.00  this  winter,  but  if  I  cannot,  I  don't  know 
what  I  can  make.  Will  try  my  best  to  make  something  this  winter  and  come  home  in 
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the  spring,  for  I  am  getting  tired  of  mining,  and  I  cannot  get  into  anything  else  to 
make  anything.  I  was  butchering  some  this  summer  and  was  doing  very  well.  I  had 
a  partner  from  New  York.  We  had  made  some  money  when  cattle  got  scarce  up 
here,  then  he  went  to  the  city  of  Sacramento  to  buy  some,  and  he  took  $800.00  with 
him  to  pay  for  them.  That  was  the  last  I  saw  of  him.  As  it  happened  he  got  only 
$200.00  from  me.  The  rest  was  his  own.  Then  I  had  to  quit  business  as  I  had  not 
enough  money  to  go  off  to  buy  stock.  Fat  cattle  are  worth  $200.00  a  yoke  and  that 
takes  money  to  buy  them.  Nothing  more  at  present,  but  remember  and  write  an  answer 
as  soon  as  you  get  this.  When  you  write,  direct  your  letter  to  Shasta  City,  California. 
Shasta  City  is  in  Shasta  County.

His  father  had  gone  to  California  to  mine  for  gold,  leaving  his  family  of  four 
children  with  relatives  in  Ohio,  their  mother  having  passed  away  in  1848 
In  1859,  his  father  returned  for  his  children  and  the  following  year  he  took 
them  to  California,  where  he  had  established  a  home  on  a  farm  in  Little 
Shasta  Valley.  Young  George  helped  with  the  farm  work  and  when  he  was 
twenty  years  of  age,  he  was  married  to  Philena  Eliza  Burr,  on  August  18 
1868.  She  was  born  in  Ohio,  March  27,  1852,  but  at  the  time  of  their 
marriage  they  were  both  from  Little  Shasta  Valley.  Shortly  after  they  were 
married,  George  W.  Deter  bought  a  farm  in  Little  Shasta.  After  a  few 
years,  he  sold  the  farm  and  went  up  on  the  foot  of  Goose  Nest  Mountain 
on  Little  Shasta  Creek,  took  up  a  homestead.  This  was  on  the  main  road 
over  Ball  Mountain,  and  during  these  years,  the  merchants  of  Klamath  and 
Lake  Counties  in  Southern  Oregon,  had  their  goods  hauled  by  freight  teams 
from  Montague,  California,  over  Ball  Mountain,  and  a  convenient  overnight 
stopping  place  was  the  Deter  home.  As  each  of  these  freight  teams  consis¬ 
ted  of  six  or  eight  horses  or  mules,  there  were  at  times  many  to  care  for 
thus  it  became  necessary  to  build  large  barns  and  have  much  hay  and  grain 
hauled  up  from  Little  Shasta  Valley.  The  need  for  a  saw  mill  was  felt  by 
the  people  of  Little  Shasta  and  they  persuaded  George  W.  Deter  to  build 
one  on  his  place,  as  there  was  much  fine  timber  on  it.  He  built  the  mill 
in  1881.  It  was  operated  with  water  power,  the  water  coming  from  Little 
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Shasta  Creek.  Oxen  were  used  to  haul  the  logs  to  the  mill.  The  wagons 
were  home  made.  Even  the  wheels  were  made  by  cutting  thick  slices  from 
a  round  tree,  and  putting  iron  bands  around  them  and  iron  rings  in  the 
center  for  the  axle  to  fit  into.  Mr.  Deter  had  to  make  his  own  coal  for  his 
blacksmith  shop,  and  he  made  his  own  grease  for  the  wagons  and  mill  ma¬ 
chinery  by  combining  pitch  and  beef  tallow.  Among  his  crew  in  the  saw 
mill  were  six  Chinese.  One  of  them,  Loy,  was  head  sawyer.  Quay  was  tail 
sawyer.  The  others  were:  Charlie,  Hang,  Sing  and  Moon.  Old  Quay  was 
unfortunate  enough  to  fall  into  the  penstock  and  he  received  injuries  which 
later  cost  him  his  life.  The  beautiful  surroundings  of  the  millsite,  the  green 
meadows  hemmed  in  by  the  dark  forest  and  the  cold  stream  full  of  mountain 
trout  caused  many  people  to  go  there  on  picnic  trips.  Mr.  Deter  had  found 
it  necessary  to  build  a  small  hotel  and  later  he  built  a  hall  for  dancing,  and 
large  crowds  of  people  went  there  to  celebrate  Independence  Day  or  some 
other  holiday.  George  Deter  was  just  as  enthusiastic  over  hunting  as  he 
was  over  making  good  lumber.  During  the  winter  months  when  the  mill 
could  not  operate,  he  bagged  not  only  a  fat  buck  once  in  awhile,  but  also 
bears,  cougars  and  wildcats.  He  told  once  of  an  amusing  incident.  He  had 
been  hunting  deer,  and  upon  coming  to  a  small  open  space,  he  saw  a  large 
brown  bear  standing  under  a  small  tree.  His  first  shot  struck  the  animal, 
but  did  not  seriously  wound  him.  The  beast  reared  up  on  his  hind  legs 
and  looked  around  to  see  what  had  hurt  him.  He  could  see  nothing  but 
the  tree  and  he  drew  back  his  arm  and  gave  the  tree  a  blow  that  made  the 
bark  fly.  At  resting  time  one  day,  the  crew  were  all  talking  of  guns.  One 
man  had  bragged  so  much  of  his  rifle  that  Mr.  Deter  got  tired  of  it,  and 
started  bragging  about  his  own  big  old-fashioned  rifle,  telling  his  men  that 
he  could  pick  off  a  wild  goose  several  hundred  yards  up  in  the  air.  A  young 
man  made  him  a  bet  that  he  couldn  t  do  it.  Right  at  this  moment,  as  so 
often  happened,  could  be  heard  the  honking  of  geese.  "Prove  it,  prove  it," 
cried  the  men.  Air.  Deter  knew  he  could  not  do  it,  and  he  also  knew  he 
had  talked  too  much,  so  he  decided  to  make  a  stab  at  it.  As  the  wedge- 
shaped  flock  drew  overhead,  he  took  careful  aim  at  the  foremost  goose.  The 
old  gun  barked.  The  goose  fluttered  out  of  line,  and  then  fell.  The  young 
man  who  lost  the  bet  had  to  struggle  through  deep  snow  for  a  hundred 
yards  to  bring  in  the  goose,  for  snow  banks  in  that  country  last  till  late  in 
the  spring.  After  operating  the  sawmill  for  fourteen  years,  Mr.  Deter  sold 
out  and  bought  a  cattle  and  grain  ranch  in  Butte  Valley.  After  a  few  years 
there,  he  sold  the  ranch  and  built  a  home  in  Montague  for  their  declining 
years.  Mr.  Deter  passed  away  July  14,  1926.  Philena  Eliza  Burr  Deter 
was  a  home  loving  woman.  Her  first  thought  was  always  for  the  comfort 
and  well-being  of  her  family.  She  passed  away  June  1,  1930.  She  and  Mr.
